The public is invited to a 
dedication ceremony for the 
Bracken County Judicial Cen¬ 
ter on Thursday, October 31, at 
1 p.m. at 132 W. Miami Street 
in Brooksville. 

“Since the early days of 
the commonwealth, Kentucky 
courthouses have held a spe¬ 
cial place as the center of our 
communities,” Chief Justice 
of Kentucky John D. Minton 
Jr. said. “The Bracken County 
Judicial Center will provide 
an efficient facility where citi¬ 
zens can carry out court busi¬ 
ness and seek access to justice. 
I appreciate the county lead¬ 
ers and state legislators who 
joined the Judicial Branch in 
making this project a reality.” 

The judicial center con¬ 
sists of approximately 34,993 
square feet and includes space 
for Circuit Court, District 
Court, the Office of Circuit 
Court Clerk and ancillary ser¬ 
vices. 

The new court facility is 
designed to greatly enhance 
the delivery of court services. 
It is equipped with the latest 
computer, video and network¬ 
ing technology. The judicial 
center also provides the high¬ 
est level of Kentucky court 
security through a single-point 
entry with magnetometers and 
security personnel. In addi¬ 
tion, prisoners will be segre¬ 


gated from the public by sepa¬ 
rate entrances and corridors. 
The Bracken County Judicial 
Center was designed to meet 
the standards required by the 
Administrative Office of the 
Courts. Sherman Carter Barn¬ 
hart architectural firm of Lex¬ 
ington designed the Bracken 
County Judicial Center. Trace 
Creek Construction of Vance- 
burg was the construction 
manager for the project, and 
Ross, Sinclaire & Associates, 
which serves Kentucky and 
six other states, is the financial 
agent.

Improvements in 
Bracken County 

From a woodland wilder¬ 
ness Bracken County has de¬ 
veloped into one of the most 
desirable counties in Ken¬ 
tucky. As one passes along 
the splendid highways of the 
county and views the splen¬ 


did homes, many of which 
are furnished with all modem 
conveniences, it is difficult to 
imagine that at one time the 
houses were only log cabins 
with no conveniences, and the 
road over which one now trav¬ 
els were once dirt roads over 
which it required six horses 
to pull a loaded wagon during 
the winter season. 

After the mud roads came 
the turnpikes, which were nar¬ 
row rock roads upon which 
travel by horseback, buggy, 
spring wagon, and regular 
wagons was accomplished. 
About the time that the auto¬ 
mobile came into use these 
roads became inadequate and 
a period of road building be¬ 
gan which has resulted in the 
present system of roads, which 
is exceptionally good as com¬ 
pared with some of the other 
county systems in the state.

Mastin and Fulton receive KHA 
Patient Safety Hero Awards 


The Kentucky Hospital 
Association (KHA) awarded 
two members of Harrison 
Memorial Hospital’s clini¬ 
cal staff with Patient Safety 
Hero Awards. Traci Taylor 
Mastin and Julia Fulton were 
honored for their significant 
contributions to clinical im¬ 
provement by reducing sur¬ 
gical-site infections (SSIs) at 
Harrison Memorial Hospital 
(HMH). 

According to the Cen¬ 
ters for Disease Control and 
Prevention, an SSI is an in¬ 
fection that occurs after sur¬ 
gery in the part of the body 
where the surgery takes 
place. KHA is leading ef¬ 
forts to improve patient care 
and reduce healthcare costs 
through a quality improve¬ 
ment collaborative to reduce 
patient harm by 40 percent 
and hospital readmissions by 
20 percent by the end of the 
year. 

KHA was awarded a 
three-year contract by the 
Centers for Medicare and 
Medicaid Services to sup¬ 
port the Partnership for Pa¬ 
tients (PfP) campaign in or¬ 
der to improve the quality, 
safety and affordability of 
health care for all Ameri¬ 
cans. Through PfP, KHA es¬ 
tablished the Kentucky Hos¬ 
pital Engagement Network 
(K-HEN) to help hospitals in 
the state identify ways to im¬ 
prove patient safety and share 
strategies that have been suc¬ 
cessfully implemented at 
hospitals statewide. 

Mastin and Fulton re¬ 
ceived K-HEN Patient Safe¬ 
ty Awards for their work and 
efforts to reduce SSIs via 
their surgical safety check¬ 
list, which is part of the hos¬ 
pital’s operating room docu¬ 
mentation. In 2011, HMH 
had 1,388 surgeries with 17 
SSI, for a rate of 1.22%. By 
adding additional infection 
control prevention processes 
to the surgery safety check¬ 
list in 2012, HMH reported 
only seven SSIs out of 1,420 
surgeries, with an SSI rate 
of 0.49%. That’s a 59% re¬ 
duction in the SSI rate from 
2011 to 2012. 

Members of the SSI team 
are: Dr. Karl Schulstad, Chief 
of Surgery; Sheila Currans, 
HMH Chief Executive Of¬ 
ficer; Rose Clifford, Quality 
Manager; Julia Fulton, In¬ 
fection Preventionist; Wendy 
Reeder, Chief Nursing Of¬ 
ficer; and Traci Mastin, Sur¬ 
gery and Outpatient Depart¬ 
ment Nursing Manager. 

In addition, KHA ac¬ 
knowledged several areas 
HMH has monitored in re¬ 
gards to quality and patient 
safety that had zero incidenc¬ 
es.

Plugging Drains 



Healthy tear film is necessary 
for good vision because it 
lubricates the eyes and washes 
away foreign particles. People 
suffering from mild cases of 
“dry eye” may be relieved with 
lubricating eye drops.

Taking Back 
Unwanted 
Prescription Drugs 
Sat., October 26 

On Saturday, October 26 
from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m., the 
Bracken County Sheriff’s 
Office and the Drug Enforce¬ 
ment Administration (DEA) 
will give the public another 
opportunity to prevent pill 
abuse and theft by ridding 
their homes of potentially 
dangerous expired, unused, 
and unwanted prescription 
drugs. Bring your medica¬ 
tions for disposal to Brack¬ 
en County Sheriff’s Office, 
2nd fioor of the courthouse 
in Brooksville. The service 
is free and anonymous, no 
questions asked. 

This initiative addresses 
a vital public safety and pub¬ 
lic health issue. Medicines 
that languish in home cabi¬ 
nets are highly susceptible to 
diversion, misuse, and abuse. 
Rates of prescription drug 
abuse in the U.S. are alarm¬ 
ingly high, as are the number 
of accidental poisonings and 
overdoses due to these drugs. 
Studies show that a majority 
of abused prescription drugs 
are obtained from family and 
friends, including from the 
home medicine cabinet. In 
addition, Americans are now 
advised that their usual meth¬ 
ods for disposing of unused 
medicines—fiushing them 
down the toilet or throwing 
them in the trash—^both pose 
potential safety and health 
hazards. 

Shortly after DEA’s first 
Take-Back Day event two- 
and-a-half years ago. Con¬ 
gress passed, and President 
Obama signed, the Secure and 
Responsible Drug Disposal 
Act of 2010, which amended 
the Controlled Substances 
Act (CSA) to allow the DEA 
to develop permanent, ongo¬ 
ing, and responsible methods 
for disposing of controlled- 
substance medications. Prior 
to the passage of the above- 
cited Act, the CSA provided 
no legal means for transfer¬ 
ring possession of controlled 
substance medications from 
users to other individuals for 
disposal. On December 21, 
2012, DEA published a No¬ 
tice of Proposed Rulemak¬ 
ing on the Disposal of Con¬ 
trolled Substances that seeks 
to implement the above-cited 
Act. 

Sheriff Howard Niemei- 
er asks that anyone who has 
unused drugs lying around 
their household to bring 
them to the Sheriff’s Offi¬ 
cer on Saturday, October 26. 
Drugs are destroying fami¬ 
lies everywhere and Bracken 
County is not immune to this 
epidemic as was shown dur¬ 
ing the Sheriff’s Office first 
drug raid when the depart¬ 
ment arrested 22 individuals 
for trafficking drugs in the 
county. Of these individuals 
charged 14 of them were for 
prescription pills. It is criti¬ 
cal that we all work together 
to take all steps possible to 
prevent the abuse of pre¬ 
scription drugs in our com¬ 
munity.
